Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments; Discussed the criticality of the aspect ratio for the bond sites. 
Applicant presented samples and pictures that show that the bond sites formed are thin slits which all the non-meltable 
layers to be apertured during processing so that the outer layers can be bonded together. The bond site created is 
then weakened sufficiently so that the site will break to form an aperture when tension is applied in the cross machine 
direction. Agreed that if the Applicant could show criticality for an aspect ratio of greater than 3, i..e, the apetures 
would not form With a lower aspect ratio, or limit the thickness of the bond site as set forth in the specification, this 
would overcome the prior art which does not specifically discuss the aspect ratio of the bond sites. 
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
